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COMPANY MEETING 


IMPERIAL BANK OF IRAN 


SIR HUGH S. BARNES’S SURVEY 


The Forty-eighth Ordinary General Meeting of the Imperial 
Bank of Iran was held, on 2 July, at Southern House, Cannon 
Street, London, E.C.3. 

Sir Hugh 8. Barnes, K.C.8.I., K.C.V.O. (the chairman), pre- 
siding, said :—You will remember that at our extraordinary 
meetings on 16 September and 2 October last year we gave effect 
to the restoration of our capital to its original figure of £1 
million, allocating for that purpose the £200,000 received for our 
note issue rights, and also £150,000 from provision for con- 
tingencies. These changes now appear for the first time in the 
balance sheet which is before you. 

The total figures of the balance sheet show a reduction of 
£148,754, mainly under the head of acceptances, etc. The drop 
in acceptances is due to a reduction in the guarantees issued by 
us on behalf of customers, chiefly in relation to constructive 
work in Iran. Deposits are practically unchanged. Bills pay- 
able, contingencies, etc., is reduced by some £184,000, most of 
which represents the transfer of £150,000 to capital. 

On the other side of the balance sheet the changes are greater. 
We are employing more money in discounts, loans and advances, 
and in the purchase of bills. The totals of these items are 
increased by some £548,000. Cash and short money is accord- 
ingly reduced by some £203,000, and investments by £415,000. 
Bank premises, furniture, and stationery are again at a nominal 


figure. 
PROFIT AND ALLOCATIONS 


The profit and loss account shows little change. After making, 
as usual, adequate provision for income tax and for bad and 
doubtful debts, our profit amounts to £77,429 11s. 1d., which is 
some £1,600 more than last year. We are again placing £10,000 
to reserve account, which brings our reserve to the substantial 
round figure of £750,000. We propose with your approval to 
make the same distribution as we have done since 1930—namely, 
7s. per share and 2s. bonus per share, both free of income tax. 
This, with the interim dividend of 4s., makes a return for the 
year of 13s. tax free per share, which, on our enlarged capital, 
is the equivalent of over 84 per cent. subject to income tax. 
The maintenance of the same tax-free dividend represents an 
increase of over threepence per share in the gross dividend, which 
I trust you will find satisfactory. These allocations enable us 
to increase the carry-forward by over £2,400 to £53,034 Os. 8d. 


STERLING EXCHANGE 


I mentioned last year that the Iranian Government had placed 
all operations in foreign exchange, as from 1 March 1936, under 
the strict control of a commission, and had fixed the sterling 
exchange at 80 rials for the buying rate and 80} rials per pound 
for the selling rate. These rates have since been maintained 
without variation, all foreign exchange operations being taken 
over from the authorised banks—i.e. the Banque Mellie Iran and 
ourselves—by the Control Commission, We have accordingly, 
in our day-to-day operations in Iran, no longer to cope with 
fluctuations in the sterling exchange. The Government, however, 
in maintaining stability of rates, have not yet achieved 
equilibrium in exchange. There has been throughout the year 
a shortage of foreign exchange to pay for imports into Iran. 
This shortage may be expected to last while expenditure abroad 
for constructive development in Iran continues on its present 
scale, but we are confident that the Government will direct 
their financial and economic policy towards a closer balance of 
international payments, which they assuredly consider no less 
important than stability of exchange rates. 

The Transiranian Railway makes steady progress. The 
northern section from Bandar Shah, on the Caspian Sea, to 
Teharan is now in running order, and it is expected that the 
southern section will be completed early in 1939. Industrial 
development continues, but the pace has rightly been slowed 
down to meet the threat of overproduction which was becoming 
apparent in certain directions. 


EXPANDED USE OF CURRENCY 


The use of currency and credit has continued to expand in 
response to the growing needs of industry and enterprise. The 
note circulation has increased from about 600 million rials in 
March 1936 to 800 million rials, or £10 million sterling, in 
March 1937. 

The Government of H.I.M. the Shah is as firmly established 
as ever. Treaties in furtherance of trade and communications 
were concluded with Turkey in March this year, and relations 
with other neighbouring Powers continue friendly. We were 
sleased to learn last week that the long-standing differences with 
see are in course of amicable settlement. 

Our branches at Bagdad and Basra continue to share in the 
prosperity of Iraq, where the rise in the price of cereals has 
resulted in improved export business. 

You have no doubt heard that an American company has 
recently obtained from the Iranian Government concessions to 
bore for oil in the East and North-Eastern Provinces and to 
constract a pipe line from the wells to the sea on the Mekran 
coast in the South. The company operating in Iran is to be 
called the Amiranian Company. The same company has applied 
for permission to bore for oil in the Herat Province of 
Afghanistan. :

The rise in wholesale prices, which had been con- 
tinuous since June 1936, was checked last month, the 
index (1106) being slightly lower than that for May 
(110°7). As compared with a year earlier there was 
arise of about 194 per cent. The June index numbers, 
both for food and for industrial materials and manu- 
factures, showed a decline of 0'1 per cent. as com- 
pared with May. 


The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (except fuel) according to the stage of com- 
pletion which the products have reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles showed a decrease of 1-7 per cent. for the first 
mentioned category and an increase of 0°7 per cent. 
for the last, as compared with the previous month, 
while intermediate products recorded a small decline 
(0:2 per cent.). Compared with a year earlier there 
were increases of 85 per cent. for basic materials, 21 
per cent. for intermediate products and 16} per cent. 
for manufactured articles. 


Food prices declined in the first half of the month 
and were substantially unchanged in the second; prices 
of industrial materials and manufactures rose slightly 
in the first week but subsequently tended to decline, 
the total variation being little more than one half of 
one per cent.

Food and Tobacco.—As compared with May, 
average prices for cereals were nearly all lower. The 
largest declines were in wheat prices, Manitoba declin- 
ing by nearly 8 per cent., Rosafé by 64 per cent. and 
Australian by 5} per cent., while the price of straight 
run flour declined by 6 per cent. English barley 
prices fell by about 44 per cent. Beef and mutton

prices were irregular, English and Scotch beef, 
Australian frozen beef and New Zealand lamb record- 
ing increases of between 2 and 4 per cent., while 
English and Scotch mutton and Argentine chilled 
fores were cheaper by between 84 and 54 per cent. 
Bacon prices were lower (54 to 6} per cent.) and pork 
showed a seasonal decrease (64 per cent.). There was 
an increase of 15 per cent. in English eggs, and wet 
fish, on the average, were over 7 per cent. dearer, 
following a similar rise in May. Among other foods, 
butter and cheese, both home-made and imported, 
were dearer, the average rises being: British butter 
(5 per cent.) and Danish and New Zealand (34 and 
3 per cent., respectively); Cheddar cheese (24 per 
cent.) and New Zealand (84 per cent.). The increase 
in the case of butter was mainly seasonal. The 
averages of the monthly prices for both potatoes 
and tomatoes showed substantial increases in accord- 
ance with the usual seasonal movement, and oranges 
and bananas were also dearer. Onions were cheaper 
and imported apples realised considerably lower prices 
than in May. Sugar was rather dearer. Cocoa and 
tea prices, on the average, declined by 74 per cent. 
and 54 per cent., respectively. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Compared 
with May, a decline in prices was recorded for every 
group except coal and iron and steel. The largest 
movements were falls of about 2 per cent. in respect 
of cotton, wool and non-ferrous metals. Practically all 
the items in the cotton and wool groups were lower 
in price, Egyptian and American raw cotton being 
cheaper by about 6} per cent. and 34 per cent. re- 
spectively, while the index of raw wool prices was 
lower by about 24 per cent. Yarn and cloth prices 
in general reflected the downward movement of raw 
material prices. Among other textiles, the only 
appreciable change was a fall of 7 per cent. in jute 
prices. Prices of copper, lead and zine declined by 
about 34, 24 and 6 per cent. respectively. Follow- 
ing the advance of 11 per cent. in May in the average 
of prices for the iron and steel group, the majority 
of the items showed no change in June. There were, 
however, considerable increases in the quotations for 
a few descriptions, viz.: steel rivets, from £13 to 
£15 2s. 6d. per ton; joists, R.S., from £14 10s. to 
£16 10s. per ton; and galvanised fencing wire, from 
£17 10s. to £20 5s. per ton. The increase of about 
14 per cent. in the coal group was due mainly to 
advanced prices for South Wales coal, ordinaries and 
smokeless seconds averaging about 9} and 34 per 
cent. higher prices in June than in May. The June 
index numbers for iron and steel (133-3) and coal 
(126°8) are the highest recorded in the present series 
(i.e. since January 1930). Among chemicals and oils 
there was some further recession in the prices of soya 
oil, palm kernel oil and paint, the declines averaging 
about 3, 4 and 2 per cent., respectively. Coal tar pro- 
ducts and lubricating oil were dearer. In the mis- 
cellaneous group paper-making materials were nearly 
all dearer and hides and skins cheaper. Certain 
descriptions of building timber advanced in price, 
while rubber averaged about 3d. per pound less than 
in May. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for June 
with those relating to May shows 51 increases and 73 
decreases, articles of food accounting for 27 of the 
former and 30 of the latter. Of the increases for 
food, 21 were of less than 5 per cent., two were of 
74 and 14 per cent. respectively, 3 were of between 
15 and 20 per cent. and one (tomatoes) was of 48 
per cent.; of the decreases, 14 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 15 were of between 5 and 10 per cent. and 
one (apples) was of 26 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 24 increases, 15 of which were under 5 per 
cent., 6 of between 5 and 10 per cent., 2 of between 
10 and 15 per cent. and one (rivets) of 16} per cent. ; 
there were 43 decreases, 33 of which were under 5 per 
cent. and 10 of between 5 and 10 per cent.

Of 
the countries for which quotations are shown in the above table, similar action to that of this country was taken by Sweden, Norway 
and Denmark on 28 September 1931, by Japan on 14 December 1931, by the United States on 19 April 1933, and by the Netherlands 
on 27 September 1936. The gold content of the United States dollar was reduced by 40-94 per cent. on 1 February 1934; that of 
the Czechoslovak crown by one-sixth on 19 February 1934, and by a further 16 per cent. on 9 October 1936; that of the belga by 
28 per cent. on 1 April 1935; and that of the lira by 40-94 per cent. on 7 October 1936. The French franc was devalued from 
65} milligrammes of gold (0-900 fine) to between 43 and 49 milligrammes on 27 September 1936, and on the same date the gold content 
of the Swiss franc was reduced from 290 milligrammes to between 190 and 215 milligrammes.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CERTAIN IRON AND STEEL GOODS 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Import 
Duties (General Ad Valorem Duty Reduction) (No. 1) 
Order, 1937 (S.R. and O, 1937, No. 604), and the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 7) Order, 1937 (S.R. and O. 
1937, No. 605) providing for the reduction of duty on 
certain iron and steel goods. 


The effect of these orders is to reduce the total 
rate of duty chargeable on the following classes of iron 
and steel goods to 124 per cent. ad valorem :—Ingots; 
blooms, billets and slabs; girders, beams, joists and 
pillars; angles, shapes and sections; bars and rods; 
plates and sheets; hoop and strip (other than hot-rolled 
strip over 10 inches wide in coils weighing more than 
8 cwts.); rails; forgings (including drop forgings and 
rolls for rolling mills) in the rough or machined; and 
castings (including rolls for rolling mills), stampings 
and pressings, in the rough or machined, weighing 
7 lbs. or over, other than gutters, domestic tanks and 
cisterns. 


In the case of consignments of these goods, other 
than forgings and castings, imported with a quota 
certificate and certificate of origin, which are exempted 
from additional duty under the provisions of the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 3) Order, 1937, the total 
duty now chargeable will be 24 per cent. ad valorem. 


The reduced rates of duty came into operation on 
7 July 1937 for a period ended on 31 March 1938. 


In their report the Committee state that they are 
satisfied that the regulation of the flow of imports 
under the existing arrangements has facilitated equit- 
able distribution to consumers and has enabled this 
country, at a time when world export prices were 
rising to very high levels, to secure the main bulk of 
its requirements on favourable terms, and so to main- 
tain home prices at a reasonable level. The world 
shortage of iron and steel, however, still persists, and 
despite the substantial and growing expansion of home 
production, difficulties are still being experienced in 
meeting the demand in this country. It is pointed 
out that for much the greater part of our imported 
supplies of the main products we have for many years 
been dependent on the adjacent continental countries, 
and the Committee are satisfied that this position 
must remain and that it would be impossible to replace 
these imports from other countries at reasonable 
prices. Under present conditions of demand, however, 
it has proved impracticable for the time being to meet 
our full requirements from the normal sources of 
supply. The Committee’s recommendation, therefore, 
is intended both to stimulate the flow of imports 
through normal channels and to facilitate additional 
imports from other sources wherever these are obtain- 
able, without sacrificing the advantages of the present 
arrangements and, in particular, without endangering 
either the main supplies from abroad or the prices 
of such supplies. The Committee add that they will 
continue to keep a close watch on the position.

WOODEN AXE HANDLES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Impor 
Duties- Advisory Committee, have issued the Impor

LINSEED 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import

TREFOREST TRADING ESTATE 


Production began on the Government-aided Treforest 
Trading Estate in the Special Area of South Wales on 
1 July and it is announced that three more factories have 
been let, making a total to date of five manufacturing 
tenants. Factories for four more manufacturers are in course 
of construction or planned. 

The first tenants to reach production are the manufac- 
turers of steel reinforcement for concrete. The £70,000 
paper mill, which is to employ 500 hands, is to be complete 
in the autumn. The new industries will include a £70,000 
plant for the manufacture of dry ice blocks for refrigerators 
and other chemical products; an electric storage battery 
factory which is expected to be in production by the end 
of July; and a fancy leather works. 

Negotiations are also in an advanced stage for a factory 
for the manufacture of typewriter ribbons and carbons, 
which will be a new industry for Wales, and with six more 
firms who are interested in the manufacture of toys, toilet 
articles and leather. 

Nearly 350 men are employed in the work of levelling 
excavating and building which includes the preparation of 
a site for a Training Centre for the Ministry of Labour, 
the first to be established in South Wales. 


FOREIGN VISITORS IN MAY 


The number of holiday visitors from foreign countries 
during May, the month of the Coronation, showed an 
increase over the corresponding month of the preceding 
year of 14,129, at 34,332 as compared with 20,203. The 
number of business visitors was 8,177, as against 8,579, 
making a total for May 1937 of 42,509, as compared with 
28,782 for May 1936. 

The number of holiday visitors from the United States

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS 
FOR MARCH 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of March and 
the four weeks ended 20 March 1937, published by the 
Minister of Transport, show that the total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
on all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of March 1937 was 107,969,876, an increase com- 
pared with March 1936 of 8,819,844 or 8-9 per cent. The 
journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares increased by 
6,718,788 and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
2,101,056. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £974,489 or 29-2 per 
cent. These comparisons are, however, affected by the 
inclusion in the figures for March 1937 of Easter Traffic. 
In 1936 Easter fell in April. 


If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an increase 
in journeys of 7,093,752 or 10-9 per cent., and an increase 
in receipts of £944,574 or 32-8 per cent. For all companies 
the receipts from passenger train traffic (including season- 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcels post), were £1,008,349 more than in March 
1936. 


In the four weeks ended 20 March 1937 the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 309,100 compared with 
the four weeks ended 21 March 1936. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 20 March 1937 was 
24,089,385, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1936 of 1,312,081 tons or 5-8 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £7,589,526, an increase 
of £349,878 or 4-8 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 353,410 more than in the corresponding period of 1936, 
an increase of 3-3 per cent. The average train load increased 
from 132 to 1333 tons, but the net ton miles per engine 
hour decreased from 467} to 4643.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS FOR 
DECEMBER QUARTER 1936 


Returns published by Lloyd’s Register of vessels totally 
lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter ended 31 Decem- 
her 1936 show casualties (excluding ships of less than 100 
tons gross) amounting to 86 of 142,545 tons. 


Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 47 of 
92,330 tons were wrecked; 18 of 23,926 tons foundered; 
eight of 8,906 tons were burnt; five of 9,333 tons were 
abandoned at sea; two of 5,518 tons were posted as missing ; 
one of 1,196 tons was posted as lost, etc.; one of 718 tons 
was broken up; and four of 618 tons were the victims of 
collisions. 


The British flag was flown by eight of the casualty vessels, 
and the tonnage, 13,024, represented 0-11 per cent. of 
British ownership; British Dominion flags were flown by 
11 vessels of 7,494 tons (0-45 per cent.); the United States, 
10 of 16,689 tons (0-34 per cent.); Denmark, three of 501 
tons (0-43 per cent.); France, one of 2,110 tons (0-07 per 
cent.); Germany, seven of 15,621 tons (0-33 per cent.); 
Greece, six of 16,486 tons (0-99 per cent.); Holland, four 
of 3,156 tons (0-28 per cent.); Italy, one of 5,376 tons 
(0-08 per cent.) ; Japan, seven of 18,866 tons (0-30 per cent.) , 
Norway, four of 6,875 tons (0-22 per cent.); Spain, one of 
10,833 tons (0-11 per cent.); and Sweden, three of 1,056 tons 
(0-24 per cent.).

CYPRUS 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The weather during May was chiefly cool, but changeable 
with short periods of rain and strong winds. In the hills 
hail storms did some damage to vines, particularly at 
Vassa, and to various fruit trees; but, on the whole, the 
weather was quite good from an agricultural standpoint. 

The wheat crop in most parts of the island is good and 
areas that were flooded produced excellent yields. The 
quality of barley as well as the yield is good. The oats 
crop on the whole is rather poor, although certain irrigated 
areas should yield well. On dry lands the crop stands short 
and the yield of grain will not be great. 

Both production and quality of potatoes are good. 
Prospects for onions are satisfactory as condition and growth 
are excellent; production of sets should also be good. 

Sowing of cotton has been completed, and the area under 
the crop is estimated to be about average. The early sown 
fields are coming up well and, despite the poor quality of 
the seed as a whole, germination does not seem to have 
suffered. Flax seed production is fair. A very small area 
was sown to aniseed this year, but a good yield is antici- 
pated. The yield of cumin is poor, owing to the bad 
weather conditions during the early stages of growth, but 
quality is fair. 

Citrus plantations have been cultivated and are being 
irrigated; the set of fruit seems to be below average.

Among other fruits almonds are excellent, as are the minor 
fruits such as apricots, walnuts and hazelnuts. 

Prospects for carobs are very good, and a better yield 
than last year is confidently expected. The flowering and 
fruit setting of olives was very heavy; now a fair proportion 
of the fruit is dropping, and olive psylla is prevalent; 
although the growers seem to fear a poor yield, there is 
quite sufficient fruit left on the trees. Vines show satis- 
factory growth and look healthy; a moderate crop is fore- 
shadowed.—Government of Cyprus Information Office in 
London. 


NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN MARCH 


Imports during March last were valued at £4,605,705, as 
compared with £3,037,580 in March 1936, states the Monthly 
Abstract of Statistics, compiled by the Census and Statistics 
Department, Wellington. 

Exports in the month under review were valued at 
£7,509,342, as compared with £7,447,916 a year earlier and a 
decrease of £221,413 from the February total. 

This latter decline is accounted for by a marked fall in 
the quantity and aggregate value of exports of butter. In 
February, 425,073 cwts. of butter were exported, valued at 
£2,119,392, the total in March being 273,786 cwts., valued 
at £1,300,265. Shipments of wool in March last were sub- 
stantially higher both in quantity and value than in 
February; while the export of apples began in earnest in 
March, 4,134,257 lbs. being exported, valued at £53,611, as 
compared with 14,975 Ibs. in February, valued at £156. 

Oversea commodity trading during March resulted in an 
excess of export values amounting to £2,903,637, as against 
the abnormally high excess of £4,018,330 in February.

During the first five months of this year the value of 
imports and exports totalled 16,575 million franes-and 
10,115 million frs. respectively. The excess of imports over 
exports stood at 7,537 million frs., composed of 6,389 million 
frs. for foreign trade (the balance of British-Franco trade 
being 254 million frs. in favour of Great Britain) and 
1,148 million frs. for colonial trade. 

Compared with those for the previous month imports 
during May (3,050 million frs.) showed a decrease of 247 
million frs. or 7-5 per cent. and exports (1,758 million frs.) 
a decrease of 216 million frs. or 10-9 per cent.

In the list of supplying countries the United States (9-4 
per cent. of total imports) ranked first in importance, 
followed by Algeria (8-8 per cent.), Great Britain (7-7 per 
cent.), Belgium-Luxemburg (7-6 per cent.), and Germany 
(68 per cent.), while as regards purchasing countries 
Algeria (15-1 per cent. of total exports) came first, followed 
by Belgium-Luxemburg (12-9 per cent.), Great Britain 
(11:3 per cent.), and the United States (7-1 per cent.). 

During the first five months of this year the total weight 
of imports was 24-2 million tons and exceeded the figure for 
the corresponding period of 1936 by 4-6 million tons. This 
excess was due to increased purchases from abroad of raw 
materials, mainly coal and mineral oils. Exports totalled 
12-1 million tons and showed a slight decrease of 0-2 million 
tons.

of the specified material used by the manufacturers 
generally in the manufacture of one-piece textile bobbins, 
that is to say one wooden block per bobbin.

IRISH FREE STATE 
FINANCE ACT, 1937 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Finance Act, 
1937 (No. 18 of 1937), which incorporates the changes of 
Customs Duties already imposed by the Financial Resolu- 
tions (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 22 April, page 
584-90). 

The Act also provides, inter alia, for the following 
additions : — 

“Paper which permanently incorporates any textile 
material or to which any textile material is permanently 
affixed ” is excluded from the 50 per cent. ad valorem duty 
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on certain paper having no design or pattern printed 
thereon. [See Financial Resolution No. 3, Section 19.] 


‘Gloves and gauntlets which are suitable and intended for 
wear by boys or for wear by girls or for wear by infants 
and component parts of the said gloves and gauntlets’’ are 
excluded from the duty of 8d. per article on ‘‘ Gloves and 
gauntlets made wholly or mainly of leather or of skin or of 
leather and skin and not backed with fur and also com- 
ponent parts (made of leather or of skin or of leather 
and skin) of any such gloves.’’ [See Financial Resolution 
No, 5, Part III, No. 28.] 


Provision is made for the duty-free admission under 
licence, subject to certain conditions of the goods set out in 
the Schedule to Financial Resolution No. 5. (See ‘“‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ”’ of 22 April, page 589.) 


QUOTAS ON CERTAIN ELECTRIC FILAMENT 


LAMPS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of 


(a) Control of Imports (Quota No. 31) (Amendment) 
Order, 1937. 


(b) Control of Imports (Quota No. 34) Order, 1937. 
made by the Irish Free State Executive Council on 25 June. 


The Order at (a) extends the scope of Quota No. 31 Order, 
1936, to include all electric filament lamps of voltages 100 
to 250 which consume not more than 1,500 watts. Such 
lamps which are (1) intended for use as samples or (2) which 
at the time of importation form part of another article 
imported temporarily or (3) are imported for the use of the 
importer or his family, are added to the list of lamps to 
which the prohibition does not apply. (See ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 3 September 1936, page 352.) 


The Order at (b) prohibits the importation into the Irish 
Free State on or after 26 June 1937 of electric filament 
lamps which are constructed for use in an ‘electric circuit 
at not less than four volts nor more than thirty-five volts 
and consume not less than one watt nor more than sixty 
watts, with the exception of any lamp which :— 

(a) is fitted with a carbon filament, or 

(b) is cylindrical, or 

(c) is of the type commonly known as candle lamps, or 

(d) is a gas discharge lamp, or 

(e) is intended for use exclusively for scientific, surgical 
or medical work, or 

(f) is intended to be energised from a dry battery, or 

(g) is connected in series with other lamps or is in- 
tended for decorative purposes, or 

(h) is intended for use as a sample, or 

(i) forms part of another article imported temporarily, 
or 

(j) is imported for the personal use of the importer or 
menibers of his household in quantities which the 
Revenue Commissioners think reasonable. 


The Order fixes 26 July 1937 as the day on which the 
first quota period under the Order shall commence. 


JAMAICA 
VALUE OF GOODS FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
ASSESSING DUTY AD VALOREM 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs 
Jonsolidation Amendment Law, 1937, which, inter alia, 
substitutes the following for Section 24 of the Jamaica 
Customs Consolidation Law, 1877 :— 


‘24 (1) The value of any imported goods for the pur- 
pose of assessing duty ad valorem shall be taken to be 
the price which an importer would give for the goods 
on a purchase in the open market if the goods were 
delivered to him at the port of Kingston, freight, 
surance, commission and all other costs, charges and 
expenses incidental to the purchase and delivery at 
that port (except any duties of customs) having been 
paid, and duty shall be paid on that value as fixed by 
the Collector: provided that buying commission shall 
be included only to the extent by which it exceeds 5 per 
centum of the amount on which such commission is 
calculated; and provided also that where primage 
charges are included in any Bill of Lading, if the 
Collector is satisfied that a refund of the whole or any 
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portion thereof will be granted at a subsequent date, 
he shall deduct such charges or portion thereof from the 
total value upon which duty is leviable. 


(2) The value shall include the value of all pack- 
ages, receptacles, coverings, wrappings or other packing 
material and all charges made in respect of packing and 
preparing the goods for shipment. 

(3) In determining the value of any imported 
goods for the purpose aforesaid the Collector may have 
regard not only to the value of the goods as declared 
by an importer, but to all relevant considerations, and 
in particular— 

(a) to the price which at the time of the importation 
of the goods of which the value is to be ascer- 
tained (in this sub-section referred to as the 
‘said goods ’) is being paid by other importers 
for goods of the like class or description and 
quality ; or 

(b) if the price aforesaid cannot be determined to the 
satisfaction of the Collector, then to the price 
at which the said goods or imported goods of 
the like class or description and quality, are 
being freely offered for sale in this Island to 
purchasers in the ordinary course of trade, 
less an allowance in respect of duties of 
Customs and reasonable merchanting expenses 
and profits incidental to the marketing of the 
goods after importation. 


(4) The importer shall produce to the Collector 
the original invoice and duplicate thereof if such dupli- 
cate is available in respect of any goods imported into 
the Island and the Collector may retain such duplicate 
invoice or such original if the duplicate is not available. 


(5) The Collector-General may for the purpose 
of giving effect to the provisions of this Section require 
any person concerned with the importation of goods 
into this Island to furnish to the Collector-General, in 
such form as he may require, such information as is, in 
his opinion, necessary for a proper valuation of the 
goods, and to produce any books of account or other 
documents of whatever nature relating to the purchase, 
importation, or sale of the goods by that person. 

(6) If any person contravenes or fails to comply 
with any requirement made under this Section he shall 
in respect of each offence be liable to a penalty of 
Fifty Pounds.” 


In view of the foregoing, the column relating to market 
value of goods imported into Jamaica, may now be deleted 
from the form of invoice. 


PACKAGE TAX 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Package 
Tax Law, 1937, which provides for the imposition as from 
1 April 1937 until 31 March 1938 of a tax on every package 
taken into Jamaica for use in the Island. Articles of the 
kinds and quantities specifically mentioned in the following 
table are liable to, or exempt from, the tax as set out

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GOVERNMENT’S FINANCIAL POWERS: PRICE 
CONTROL MEASURES 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 1 July contains a Law, 
dated 30 June, which authorises the Government, until 
31 August next, to take, by Decree, any measures required 
to ensure the repression of attacks on the credit of the 
State, the combatting of speculation, economic recovery, the 
control of prices, the balancing of the Budget, and the de- 
fence, without control of exchange, of the reserve of the 
Bank of France. Such Decrees must be submitted for the 
ratification of the Chambers within three months of the 
promulgation of the Law, or, in any case, at the first sitting 
of the extraordinary session of 1937. 


A Decree of 30 June, issued under the powers conferred 
by this Law, modifies the Monetary Law of 1 October 1936 
and provides that the new gold content of the franc is to be 
fixed later by Decree. 

A further Decree, dated 1 July and published in the 
“* Journal Officiel’’ on 2 July, prohibits, as from the date of 
promulgation, any increase in the wholesale, semi-wholesale 
or retail prices of goods and foodstuffs or in the price lists 
applied in industrial and commercial enterprises which were 
in force on 28 June 1937. 


Departmental Commissions to be set up for the purpose 
are, however, to have power to sanction increases which are 
justified by fluctuations in the price of imported goods or 
by charges imposed by public authorities or which are 
recognised as legitimate by a central committee for the 
supervision of prices. In the case of fruits, vegetables, meat 
and other perishable goods increases may be made without 
obtaining previous sanction if they are recognised by the 
respective commission to be justified. 


FRENCH INDO-CHINA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON TEXTILES 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? (Paris) of 26 June contains an 
Order, dated 19 June, which fixes the quotas for the import 
of foreign (non-French) cotton textiles into French Indo- 
China during the period 1 July to 31 December; these are 
the same as for the previous six months.

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports that the Greek Government has prohibited the ex- 
portation from Greece of tobacco seed, copper, bronze and 
zinc and scrap of these metals. 


EXPORT OF OLIVE OIL 


With reference to the notice which appeared under the 
above heading in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 
1 October 1936 (page 488) the Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Legation at Athens reports that the exportation of olive 
oil from Greece is now permitted to those countries (in- 
cluding the United Kingdom) whose trade with Greece is 
not subject to foreign exchange restrictions. 


HUNGARY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (PIG IRON) 


H.M. Minister at Budapest has forwarded particulars 
of a Decree (No. 3880) dated 11 June 1937, published in 
the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ No. 131 of 12 June 1937, which 
provides that all kinds of pig iron classified under No. 722 
of the Hungarian Customs Tariff may, until further notice, 
be cleared free of duty on importation in Hungary, but 
subject to special permit and under conditions and control 
to be laid down by ordinance. 

The above Decree applies to all consignments of pig iron 
which were cleared since 1 April 1937. 


JAPAN—BURMA 
TRADE AND COMMERCIAL CONVENTION

tion of the ‘‘ Colour-woven Goods Import Ordinance, 1937,” 
(Staatsblad No. 371, dated 8 June 1937), which provides 
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that the total quantities of the undermentioned colour- 
woven cotton piece-goods for which import licences will be 
granted during the period 14 June 1937 to 13 June 1938 
inclusive, shall not exceed for each group separately :—

ROUMANIA 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON TYPEWRITERS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that in 
accordance with a Customs Circular No. 82776 issued on 
12 June 1937, Roumanian Customs Officials are required to 
enter in the passport of any traveller importing a used 
typewriter into Roumania, ostensibly for his own use, the 
number of the machine, and if the traveller does not take 
the machine with him when he leaves the country he will 
be required to pay the import duty on it. 


No new typewriter will be permitted to enter the country 
under any pretext without payment of import duty. 


In the case of Roumanian travellers, the duty will be 
payable whatever the condition of the machine (i.e. whether 
new or old) unless proof is contained in his passport that it 
was taken with him out of Roumania. 


SYRIA AND LEBANON 


EXPORT PROHIBITION ON WHEAT AND 
WHEAT FLOUR WITHDRAWN 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut reports that a Decree of 
15 June withdraws as from that date the prohibition on the 
export of wheat and wheat flour from Syria and Lebanon 
which was imposed in January last (see the ‘“ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 28 January, page 147). 


TURKEY 
SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY 


With reference to paragraph 4 of the notice under the 
above heading in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ for 18 
February 1937, (page 247), the Board of Trade are informed 
that a circular has been issued by the Turkish Ministry 
of National Economy dated 11 May 1937 which modifies 
the lists of countries to which Article 32 of the Decree 
applies.

Embassy in Istanbul. 


Article 32 does not apply to (a) countries with which 
there is a constant balance of trade in Turkey’s favour, 
nor to (b) countries which have concluded clearing or similar 
agreements with Turkey.

The spindle flanges for combination Turret Lathes and 
Capstan Lathes standardise a new practice. 

Spindle Flanges for Centre Lathes are under consideration 
and other details will be added from time to time.

tinuity being broken at convenient points to include islands, 
etc. 

It is impossible to achieve consistency in the spelling of 
geographical names, but the system adopted here is in general 
use in Lloyd’s Shipping Publications, alternative names and 
spellings being included in parentheses where necessary.
